Burglars early Sunday mQrn- 
ing entered the Uptown Shop of 
Hargrove and Brown and -blew" 
the safe 
escaping with 
more 
th an $400 in cash. T 'e haul was 
the biggest th a t had been madq 
in Rushville for a number of 
y ears. 
The work was evidently th at 
of professionals who had studied 
the situation carefully before­ 
hand and worked rapidly 
and 
w ithout a hitch. The hour of the 
robbery was placed about 3:20 
o’clock. The thieves made their 
escape in automobiles. 
The robbery was first discov­ 
ered by Mark Purcel who was on 
his way to church when he saw; 
th a t the safe, "which is in plain* 
view of the north window, 
had 
been moved. The owners of the 
store were called and when they 
opened up the place it was seen 
at a glance th a t the door had 
been blown away by some explo­ 
sive. 
The thieves gained entrance 
to the building through 
a rear 
window which was not locked. It 
was the theory of the local po-> 
lice th a t some member 
had 
climbed through the narrow aper 
ture in the rear and had 
theri 
opened the door and 
adm itted 
the others. 
liie safe, which stands in one 
corner at the front of the store, 
was turned 
so th a t 
the 
door 
pointed down one isle in the 
rear of the cigar counter. The 
knob of the dial had then been 
knocked off and nitro-gly cerine 
used to “blow” the door. Parts, 
of the door and the cem ent fill­ 
ing in .the 
door 
walls 
were 
blown the length of the room. 
Nothing was used to muffle 
th e force of the explosion and 
Mr. and Mrs. George Davis, who 
live just south of the building in 
Seventh street, reported to the 
police th a t they heard a noise 
sim ilar to the force of an explo­ 
sion and th a t Tater they heard 
two automobiles drive away from 
the alley intersection. 
Mrs. Davis also renorted th at 
there was a flash of light for an 
instant came into their bedroom 
which is in the rear and nearest' 
the back of the store which was 
robbed.

Rivers of northern California 
and Nevada which were sent to 
dangerous stages by 
torrential 
rains Saturday and Sunday , ei­ 
ther were at a standstill or slow­ 
ly receding today . 
The danger of a flood of ser­ 
ious proportions 
was believed 
tem porarily past but a 
new 
threat was seen in we’ather fore­ 
casts for the district. 
Probability of rain was held 
out in government w eather pre­ 
dictions for all of northern Cali­ 
fornia and Nevada during the 
next 24 hours. 


DEAD ATAGEDF SIXTY 


Ebert W. Emmons, Well Known 
Painter, Died This Morning 
After Serious Illness 


LEAVES HIS WIDOW, 
A SISTER, ONE BROTHER 


Ebert W. Emmons, a life long 
resident of Manilla, died about 
1:30 o’clock this morning at his 
home there. Death came as a re­ 
sult of a complication of diseases 
from which he had suffered for 
the past several vears. However, 
he had been bedfast for only a 
week. 
The deceased was born Janu­ 
ary 13, 1868, making him at the 
tim e of his death 60 y ears, two 
m onths and twelve day s old. He 
was a member of the Manilla 
Christian church and of the Red 
Men Lodge of Homer, which will 
have charge of the funeral. He 
was a painter by trade.

New Storm Feared 
Sacramento, Cal., March 26— 
(U.R)—With the American river at 
flood stage and a large part of 
North Sacram ento already under 
water, prospects of a serious 
flood loomed today with the 
forecast of a new storm in the 
high Sierras. 
Swollen to the highest point 
in 20 y ears, the river overflowed 
its banks Sunday , inundating 
hundreds of acres of farm lands. 
The m ain business street 
of 
North Sacram ento was covered 
wtih water from two to eight 
feet deep today . Rescue workers 
were forced to use rowboats and 
launches to aid families trapped 
by the flood waters. Refugees 
were being cared for in the Ma­ 
sonic Temple and the Armory . 
Several flood gates were open­ 
ed as a preventive measure for 
the first tim e since they were 
constructed. 
The road to Folsom was closed 
last night, water Laving inunda­ 
ted the highway to a depth 
of 
three feet 
near Brighton and 
Manlove Station. 
Late y esterday the Sacram en­ 
to river at K nights Landing pas­ 
sed the 16.3 feet level and con­ 
tinued to rise. Residents were 
warned to move their cattle and 
prepare for a hurried departure.

- A large barn three miles west 
of Richland was struck by light­ 
ning during the torrential rain 
th a t deluged parts of the county 
Sunday afternoon and 
night. 
The resultant blaze razed 
the 
building and destroy ed all 
the 
contents. 
The barn belonged to S. 
R. 
M atthews and John Booth. Ev­ 
erett Stevens was tenant on the 
place which is a holding of the 
Milroy Stock company . The barn 
was struck about 8 o’clock and 
being a large affair with consid­ 
erably hay and grain stored in 
it, made a blaze th a t was clearly 
discernable from its reflection in 
the sky for miles around. 
Besides the barn, which was of 
considerable value, three mules, 
a horse and a cow were burned 
to death. One of the mules was 
brought out but was so 
badly 
burned th a t it diea later, while 
another was brought out only to 
turn around and enter the blaz­ 
ing sructure again where it lost 
its life. * 
Eight tons of hay were in the 
building and between 500 
and 
600 bushels of corn. A farm w a­ 
gon and considerable baled straw 
was also lost. Mrs. Wimmer, 
a 
neighbor, 
reported 
th a t 
she 
heard and felt the bolt 
th a t 
struck the barn and 
knowing 
th at it was close had gone to 
the door where she could see the 
building, aparently breaking in­ 
to flame in all parts. 
The barn was insured but the 
total loss has not been estimated. 
The storm in which the 
barn 
was hit by lightning was 
the 
most severe spring rain th at has 
visited the county to date. 
It 
was quite local with m any parts 
of the county getting little or 
no rainfall. 
Rushville 
received 
two torrential downpours, 
one 
in the afternoon and the other 
early in the evening. 
In m any parts of the county a 
lath er heavy hail 
accompanied 
the rain. According to 
Elwood 
Kirkwood, Rush county ’s 
m e­ 
teorologist, the total precipita­ 
tion for the tw enty -four hours 
ending at 6 o’clock this morning 
was only .12 inches at his sta ­ 
tion. Most of the rainfall was in 
the north part of the county .

STATE PAID #19 .03 TAX IN 19 27 j 


Indianapolis, Ind., March 26— 
(U.R)—Indiana motor vehicle own­ 
ers paid an average of $19 .03 in 
taxes in 19 27 not including Fed­ 
eral or personal property taxes, 
according to a survey made pub­ 
lic by the American Automobile 
Association. 
But Indiana motorists were 
more fortunate th an 
motorists 
in m any ,other states. The aver­ 
age vehicle tax lew for the en­ 
tire country was $23.78 per ve­ 
hicle, an increase of 10 per cent 
over 19 26 when the average was 
$21.60. 


A total of $15,470,447 was paid 
by Indiana automobile owners in 
registration fees, drivers’ licenses 
and gasoline tax, according 
to 
the report. W ith 812,59 4 vehicles 
th a t made the average $19 .03. 
But motorists of m any more 
states paid a higher average. 
Florida had the highest average 
of $41.9 5. Oregon owners paid an 
average 
of $41.46; 
Arkansas, 
$39 .21; Georgia, $38.84 and Vir­ 
ginia, $37.9 3. 
The District of Columbia had 
the lowest average, $10.9 2.

M ajor Young, aeronautics di- 
ìector of the commerce depart­ 
ment, was at Bolling Field see­ 
ing to it th a t 
the passengers 
were limited to foreign am bassa­ 
dors, ministers, heads of 
lega­ 
tions and congressmen. 
Each diplomat was perm itted 
to take two members of his fam ­ 
ily with him, but this privilege 
was denied the congressmen be­ 
cause it was greatly abused last 
week. 
W ould-be-fliers, mostly y oung 
women, found it 
comparatively 
easy last week to pose as daugh­ 
ters of senators or 
representa­ 
tives and thus take to th e 
air 
with Lindbergh. One m an 
even 
posed as Rep. Parks of Arkansas 
and got away with it. 
In five day s Lindbergh made 89 
trips, giving rides over the capi­ 
tal to about 850 passengers.

way Education Board is a n­ 
nouncing to the schools the a n­ 
nual safety contest open to ele­ 
m entary school pupils and ele­ 
m entary school teachers of the 
nation. The com petition is con­ 
ducted each y ear with the active 
cooperation of the school au­ 
thorities. 
Based on 
past 
experience, 
officials of the Board say they 
expect to receive essay s, not on­ 
ly from each state in the Union 
and virtually every city of size, 
but from the territories and out­ 
ly ing possessions as well, such as 
Alaska, the Philippines, Hawaii, 
Porto Rico and the Canal Zone. 
The $6,500 in prizes is given by 
the National Automobile C ham ­ 
ber of Commerce, and this y ear 
includes 442 state prizes for ele­ 
m entary school pupils, three na ­ 
tional prizes for pupils,

Already developing into one of 
the fieriest political cam paigns 
in Indiana’s history , the pre-pri­ 
m ary election battle in Indiana 
grew more heated today as po­ 
litical sages attem pted diagnoses 
and advocated remedies in a do­ 
zen cam paign headquarters. 
Two im portant 
developments 
were before the politicians for 
consideration. They were: 
1—The claim of Herbert Hoo­ 
ver’s presidential supporters th at 
Hoover today could outstrip Sen­ 
ator Jam es E. W atson, his op­ 
ponent, in a Hoosier vote-getting 
contest. 
2—The scramble in the capitol 
for precinct com m itteem en as 
result of the announcem ent of 
George V. Coffin, Marion county 
republican chairm an, th a t he 
| will neither seek nor accept the 
county chairm anship again. 
Supporters of W atson scoffed 
at the Hoover claims. Oscar G. 
Foellinger, the Hoover m anager, 
believes Hoover 
sentim ent 
“so 
strong in northern Indiana th a t 
if a line were drawTn east 
and 
west through Indianapolis, to in­ 
clude this city , Hoover today 
would outstrip W atson.” 
Foellinger 
said he 
believed 
Hoover could 
easily carry the 
sixth, eighth, tenth, eleventh, 
twelfth, and thirteenth distiicts. 
W atson supporters denied this. 
Hoover men said they banked 
on an aroused populace which 
“will regard Hoover” as a m eans 
of redem ption from the alleged 
political corruption in the state. 
W atson forces countered by 
disavowing any connection with 
political corruption and they said 
they resented im plications th a t 
the senior senator was to blame, 
in any way . 
The W atson men also took oc­ 
casion to denounce “those who 
assert th a t 
W atson is not in 
truth a presidential candidate.” 
They resented im plications th a t 
W atson was “am bitious only to 
obtain control of Indiana’s 33 
delegates to the national repub­ 
lican convention for trading pur­ 
poses.”

JUDGE IN TRIAL OF ANOTHER

REVIEW OF OUR CONVENTIONS 
With th e approach of th e two great national 
conventions, it is an interesting th ing to review 
th e past conventions, since th e first was h eld 
in th e y ear 1856 . 
From th e beginning, th e 
republicans 
.lave cast a total of 9 0 ballots wh ile th e demo- 
eiats h ave display ed a much more vigorous figh t 
before naming th eir party 
leaders, and h ave 
marked up 310 ballots. 
Probably th e most spirited convention was in 
19 24, wh en Davis was nominated on th e 103d 
ballot, and th e country may go a long time be­ 
fore th e number of ballots will ever equal th at 
convention. 
Th e h igh est number of ballots ever 
required to nominate at th e republican conven­ 
tion was in 1880 wh en Garfield was th e ch oice on 
th e 56 th ballot. 
With th e two conventions again in th e off­ 
ing th e parties may both place a leader in nom­ 
ination on th e first bailot, or th ey may spend 
some time and ch alk up a Jong list of bailots be­ 
fore a selection is made. 
Th e time h as only 
been on a few occasions th at th e conventions 
h ave named a leader on th e first ballot. 
A review of th ese conventions since th e first 
in 1856 , sh ows th e following, with th e first nam ­ 
ed at each convention being th e republican can­ 
didate, and th e second named, th e democratic: 
1856 —Fremont on first; 
Buch anan on 
seven­ 
teenth . 
186 0—Lincoln on th ird; Breckenridge on first; 
Douglas on fifty -ninth . 
186 4—Lincoln on first; McClellan on first. 
186 8—Grant on first; Sey mour on twenty -second. 
1872—Grant on first; Greley on first. 
1876 —Hay es on seventh ; Tilden on second. 
1880—Garfield on th irty -sixth ; 
Hancock 
on 
second. 
1884—Blaine on fourth ; Cleveland on second. 
1838—Harrison on eigh th ; Cleveland on first. 
189 2—Harrison an first; Cleveland on first. 
189 6 —McKinley on first; Bry an on fifth . 
19 00—McKinley on first, Bry an on first. 
19 04—Rooseveit on first; Parker on first. 
19 08—Taft on first; Bry an on First. 
19 12—T a.t on first; Wilson on forty -sixth . • 
19 16 —Hugh es on th ird; Wilson on first. 
19 20—Harding on tenth ; Cox on forty -fourth . 
19 24—Cooiidge on first; Davis on one h undred 
th ird. 


“Unless th e 
infant be 
released 
from 
h is 
tigh t garments and be privileged to kick vig­ 
orously for a brief period at least once a day , 
h is legs will become eith er small or weak 
in 
proportion to h is size and h e will be inclined to 
suffer from a ‘tired feeling’ or some more ser­ 
ious complaint during h is adult y ears. 
So my 
emph atic sugestió n is: give th e infant a ch ance 
to kick vigorously wh ile ly ing on h is back, as 
th us h e will develope th e muscles of h is legs 
and h elp to develope th e foundation of a strong 
ph y sique.” 
And as to th e last item? 
Here’s wh at th e 
writer say s: 
“Th e th ird divine righ t of infancy 
is 
th e 
figh t to creep about th e floor on th e h ands and 
knees. 
In th is way th e ch est is th rown out, 
th e lungs are more 
completely 
inflated, 
th e 
spinal column drawn into better articulate form 
and th e body prepared for an erect and grace­ 
ful posture during th e later period of walking. 
“Th is creeping period is one of th e most sig­ 
nificant in th e entire career of th e individual. 
Literally , h e creeps over th e natural path way of 
life to h is place in civilized 
society . 
With 
a 
Jittle supervision h e sh ould 
be 
privileged 
to 
spend h is day in exploitation.” 
Th ese, th en, are th e th ree divine righ ts of 
baby h ood. 
It seems to us th at few babies are 
in danger of being denied th em. 
Any one wh o 
h as ever reared a baby knows full well th at it 
is next to impossible to prevent an infant from 
doing any , or all, of th e th ree at will. 


INFANCY’S “DIVINE RIGHTS” 
A Recent writer in “Ch ildren’ th e Mag­ 
azine for Parents,” declares th at every baby h as 
th ree “divine righ ts”—namely , 
th e 
righ t 
to 
cry , th e righ t to kick and th e righ t to creep. 
A normal baby , th is writer asserts, enjoy s 
all th ree of th ese activies, and won't develope 
properly if any one of th em is restricted. 
He 
explains h imself th us: 
“Cry ing is about th e only significant gy m­ 
nastics in wh ich th e infant indulges. 
Watch 
h im at th e act and y ou will observe th at h is 
blood is at first so dark th at it sh ows th rough 
th e skin. 
He writh es and wriggles and tenses 
h is entire muscular sy stem 
wh ile 
h is 
lungs 
expand twice bey ond th eir 
normal 
capacity . 
He takes in great gulps of oxy gen, ch urns th e 
blood rapidly th rough h is 
wh ole 
body , 
pur­ 
ifies it and at last brings h imself to a ruddy 
glow.” 
“Ruddy glow” is good; often th e baby h as 
h is parents glowing ruddily , too long before h e 
is th rough cry ing. 
But 
we’ll go 
on 
to 
th e 
remarks about kicking:

nLW LEVEE REQUIRED 
ON LOWER MISSISSIPPI 


New Orleans, lilarch 26—(U.R)— 
The g raves of more th an 200 war 
heroes in Chalm ette National 
cemetery , just south of New O r­ 
leans, m ust be disturbed 
after 
the occupants have slept peace- 
luily since 18 12. The removal of 
the dead, all in the “unknown 
soldier" section is made neces­ 
sary by the recent decision of 
Mississippi River eng ineers th at 
n additional levee m ust be con­ 
structed throug h a part of the 
hallowed burial g rounds to pro­ 
tect two southern Louisiana par- 
isnes from possible flood dang er 
liorn hig h waters. 
Investig ation 
and sounding s 
taken by eng ineers disclosed th at 
the river bank was caving and 
th at these g ive-way s were under­ 
m ining the old levee. 
The new 
levee was determ ined upon as a 
double precaution ag ainst 
the 
recurrence of flood stag es on the 
Mississippi. 
The soldiers were killed in the 
battle of Chalm ette when the 
Americans defeated General 
Pa- 
kenham ’s forces and thus stop­ 
ped the British invasion of the 
southland. 
On the m ajority 
of 
g rave 
m arkers appear only 
numbers, 
corresponding with 
a 
similar 
num ber 
in old arm y 
records. 
These num erals aid cemetery of­ 
ficials in keeping track of g raves. 
Now and then a last nam e 
or the 
abbreviation of a state appears 
on a m arker, indicating th at the 
occupant of the g rave 
was at 
lease 
partly 
identified 
before 
burial. 
Chalm ette cemetery is a show 
piace. Its lanes 
and driveway s, 
shades by hug e oaks and m ag ­ 
nolias, attract tourists from all 
over the country .

REVIEW OF OUR CONVENTIONS 


With the approach of the two great national 


conventions, it is an interesting thing to review 
(lie past conventions, since the first was held 
in the year 1856. 


From the beginning, the 
republicans 


.lave cast a total of 90 ballots while the demo- 
ciats have displayed a much more vigorous fight 
before naming their party leaders, and have 
marked up 310 ballots. 


Probably the most spirited convention was in 


1924, 
when Davis was nominated on the 103d 


ballot, and the country may go a long time be- 
fore the number of ballots will ever equal that 
convention. The highest number of ballots ever 
required to nominate at the republican conven- 
tion was in 1880 when Garfield was the choice on 
the 56th ballot. 


With the two conventions again in the off- 


ing the parties may both place a leader in nom- 
ination on the first bailot, or they may spend 
some time and chalk up a Jong list of bailots be- 
fore a selection is made. 
The time has only 


been on a few occasions that the conventions 
have named a leader on the first ballot. 


A review of these conventions since the first 


in 1856, shows the following, with the first nam- 
ed at each convention being the republican can- 
didate, and the second named, the democratic: 
1856—Fremont on first; Buchanan on seven- 


teenth. 


1860—Lincoln on third; Breckcnridge on first; 


Douglas on fifty-ninth. 


1864—Lincoln on first; McClellan on first. 
1868—Grant on first; Seymour on twenty-second. 
1S72—Grant on first; Greley on first. 
1876— Hayes on seventh; Tilden on second. 
1880—Garfieid on thiriy-sixth; 
Hancock 
on 


second. 


1884—Elaine on fourth; Cleveland 0:1 seconfl. 
1838—Harrison on eighth; Cleveland on first. 
1892—Harrison an first; Cleveland on first. 
1896—McKinley on first; Bryan on fifth. 
1900—McKinley on first, Bryan on first. 
1904—Rooscvcit on first; Parker on first. 
1908—Taft on first; Bryan on First. 
1912—Ta.t on first: Wilson on forty-sixth. - 
1916—Hughes on third; Wilson on first, 
1920—Harding on tenth; Cox on forty-fourth. 
1924—Cooiidgc on first; Davis on one hundred

A Recent \vriter in "Children' the Mag- 


azine for Parents." declares that every baby has 
three "divine rights"—namely, the right 
to 


cry, the right '.o kick and the right to creep. 


A ncrrn.il baby, this writer asserts, enjoys 


all three of these activies. and won't cievelope 
properly if any one of them is restricted. 
He 


explains himself thus: 


"Crying is about the only significant gym- 


nastics in which the infant indulges. 
Watch 


him at the act and you will observe that his 
blood is at first so dark that it shows through 
the skin. He writhes and wriggles and tenses 
his entire muscular system 
while his 
lungs 


expand twice beyond their normal capacity. 
He takes in great gulps of oxygen, churns the 
blood rapidly through his whole 
body, pur- 


ifies it and at last brings himself to a ruddy 
glow." 


-Ruddy glow" is £ood; often the baby has 


his parents glowing ruddily. too long before he 
is through crying. But 
we'll go on to 
the 


remarks about kicking: 


"Unless the Infant be released from his 


tight garments and be privileged to kick vig 
orously for a brief period at least once a day, 
his legs will become either small or weak in 
proportion to his size and he will be inclined to 
suffer from a tired feeling' or some more ser- 
ious complaint during his adult yean. So my 
emphatic sugestion is: give the infant a chance 
to kick vigorously while lying on his back, as 
thus he will develope the muscles of his legs 
and help to develope the foundation of a strong 
physique." 


And as to the last item? Here's what the 


writer says: 


"The third divine right of infancy is the 


fight to creep about the floor on the hands and 
knees. In this way the chest is thrown out 
the lungs are more completely inflated, 
the 


spinal column drawn into better articulate form 
and the body prepared for an erect and grace- 
ful posture during the later period of walking 


"This creeping period is one of the most sig- 


nificant in the entire career of the individual. 
Literally, he creeps over the natural pathway of 
life to his place in civilized society. 
With a 


Jittle supervision he should be privileged to 
spend his day in exploitation." 


These, then, are the three divine rights of 


babyhood. It seems to us that few babies are 
in danger of being denied them. Anyone who 
has ever reared a baby knows full well that it 
is next to impossible to prevent an infant from 
doing any, or all, of the three at will.

The Burbank of the 
bean 


world told a writer for the Farm 
and Fireside Magazine how, as 
a young man, he looked through 
hi* garden to see which of the 
vegetables most needed improve- 
ment and decided that strings in 
beans were about the most pesti- 
ferous things in the realm of 
edible plants. Accordingly he be- 
gan developing a new variety 
which resulted in completely rid- 
ding that legume of the objec- 
tionable strings. 


After much urging, he sold his 


first seed to a big grower who 
supplied congressmen with the 
seeds they sent out to consti- 
tuents and with lavish generos- 
ity the solons mailed 
samples 


far and wide. With that Keen- 
ey's prize bean business blew up 
and has not again been able to. 
correct the faults of any other 
vegetable. The worst blow of all, 
said Keeney, was that the big 
grower named the bean after 
himself.

1'he graves of more than 200 war 
heroes in Chalmette National 
cemetery, just south of New Or- 
leans, must be disturbed after 
the occupants have slept peace- 
iuily since 1812. The removal of 
the dead, all iij the -unknown 
soldier" section is made neces- 
sary by the recent decision of 
Mississippi River engineers that 
an additional levee must be con- 
structed through a part of the 
haliowed burial grounds to pro- 
tect two southern Louisiana par- 
isnes from possible flood danger 
irorn high waters. 


Investigation 
and soundings 


taken by engineers disclosed that 
the river bank was caving and 
that these give-ways were under- 
mining the old levee. The new 
levee was determined upon as a 
double precaution against the 
recurrence of flood stages on the 
Mississippi. 


The soldiers were killed in the 


battle of Chalmette when the 
Americans defeated General Pa- 
kenham's forces and thus stop- 
ped the British invasion of the 
southland. 


On the majority of 
grave 


markers appear only numbers, 
corresponding with 
a similar 


number in old army records. 
These numerals aid cemetery of- 
ficials in keeping track of graves. 
Now and then a last name or the 
abbreviation of a state appears 
on a marker, Indicating that the 
occupant of the grave was at 
lease partly identified before 
burial.

grown to 21 properties with 28,- 
233 acres, or an increase of 18,- 
560 nrres over the total acreage 
of 1924. To do this it had pur- 
chase J nearly 11,000 acres 
of 


timber lands in Brown County 
with fish and game division ear- 
nings; obtained two state parks 
by gift and one vast park on 
Lake Michigan through purchase 
and added materially to the for- 
est holdings, extended land ar- 
eas of two hatcheries and added 
one hatchery. 


The inventory 
shows 
that 


from year to year the values giv- 
en increase, while comparison is 
further possible as to the rela- 
tive speed and proportions of ac- 
cessions. 


Nine properties valued at sev- 


eral thousand dollars, less than 
four years ago, have become a 
part of 21 properties valued in 
excess of 2 million dollars today, 
and demonhtate that business 
can -be applied in government. 


Besides acreage added there is 


in sight hi three county parks 
projects— five counties partici- 
pating—and in addition to the 
Brown County Game Preserve, 
an additional 5,200 acres making 
a grand total of 28,233 acres to 
be in control of this department 
by the end of fiscal 1928. 


Colonel Lieber further points 


out that if plans only recently 
launched by four counties
